When the Nina failed to report at the 
Charlestown navy yard on Tuesday, little 
anxiety Was felt. The navy tugs frequently 
are blown out of their courses or have diffi- 
culty in making scheduled time in heavy 
storms. But they are especially seaworthy 
craft, and as a rule no one worries when they 
are a few hours iate. 


Dispatch Ships on Search. 

But when hours grew into days and still 
there was no word of the tug the navy de- 
partment began to be alarmed. Yesterday 
inquiries were made of arriving ships which 
might havé passed the Nina, but none had 
any word of the tug. Today active work 
was begun in the search for the missing boat. 

The nine vessels which are searching the 
seas along the coast are the battleship 
Louisiana, the scout cruiser Salem, the gun- 
boat Castine, the colliers Caesar and Culgoa, 
and the tugs Apache and Pontiac, all of 
the navy service, and the cutters Acushnet 
and Gresham of the revenue department. 

The Nina has no wireless apparatus and 
so the vessels have started to work out 
what is technically known on the navy train- 
ing ships as a ‘‘ search probiem.”’ The area 
of the ocean on which the Nina is. some- 
where, has been divided Into squares like a 
checkerboard, and each vessel has been as- 
signed to a given square. They will weave 
back and forth over every inch of the terri- 
tories assigned to them and probably one of 
them will run across the tug or wreckage 
which will indicate its fate.

During the six months the 
Payne tariff wae in force, from Aug. 5 to the 
night of Feb. 5, the customs receipts amount- 
ed to $166,002,85654. Under the Wilson- 
Gorman tariff the semi-annual average was 
$88,147,625.90. Under the Dingley tariff the 
semi-annual average was $130,205,841.84. 
Under the Wilson tariff the monthly average 
was $18,857,087.65. Under the Dingley tariff 
the monthly average was $21,710,973.44, while 
under the Payne tariff the monthly average 
has been $27,677,142.75, or 100 per cent.greater 


than the monthly average under the Wilson 


tariff, and 26 per cent greater than the 
monthly average under the\Dingley tariff. 

“Of course as the country increases in 
population, the customs receipts increase, 
but even considering the population, the in- 
crease in the tariff receipts has been marked. 
Under the Wilson tariff. the average annual 
customs receipts per capita were §2.88; under 
the Dingley tariff §3.23; while under the 
Payne tariff they are $3.71. 

“ For the six months that the Payne teriff 
has been in force the total receipts both 
from customs and internal revenue have 
been $323,800,281.91, while the disbursements 
have been $832,788.283.08, showing that the 
expenditures exceeded the receipts by only 
$8,884,051.17, with no collection yet from the 
corporation tax. For the corresponding pe- 
riod last year the expenditures exceeded the 
receipts by over $40,000,000. This showing 
indicates that under the present customs 
law the deficit promptly will be wiped out 
and that to meet our normal expenditures 
we shall have ample revenue. 


“Best Customs Law Ever Passed.” 
I therefore venture to repeat the remark 
I have had occasion to make before, that the 
preesnt customs law is the best customs law.

GAVE MUCH TO. KENOSHA. 


Once Assumed City’s Indebtedness and 
Saved Its Credit, 


Kenosha, Wis., Feb. 12.—[Speécial.]—Zal- 
mon G. Simmons, financier and philanthro- 
pist, died suddeny last night at his home in 
this city. He had suffered for several years 
from kidney trouble, and this caused his 
death. He was 82 years old. 

’ Mr. Simmons probably was best known 
throughout the country as a pioneer in rail- 
way and telegraph construction, and as presi- 


| dent “of the Simmons Manufacturing com- 


pany, makers of brass beds. Hie business 
ventures had made him a multimiliioneire. 
One Of the projects in which he was the prin- 
cipal owner is the cog wheel railroad that 
runs from Manitou Springs to the summit 
of Pike's peak, in Colorado. 

- Lecally, Mr. Simmons was held in high re- 
gard as Kenosha’s foremost citizen and bene- 
factor. Moving to this city when it was the 
village of Southport, and.as great a shipping 
and receiving point as Chicago, he identified 
himself from the first with its progress. 


Assumed the City Debt. 

So deep was his persona! interest in the 
growing town’s welfare that at one time, 
when its solvency was threatened, he as- 
sumed its entire bonded indebtedness, secur- 
ing the bonds with his pereonal notes. These 
later were redeemed by the city, which had 
been preserved as a solvent municipality by 
the astute generosity of Mr. Simmons. 

At the breaking out of the civil war Mr. 
Simmons was greatly interested, but it was 
impossible. for him to go with the Wisconsin 
troops. From the close of the war he as- 
sumed as a duty and a pleasure the care of 
the interests of those who did go to the frofit. 
In memory of the Kenosha soldiers who died 
fighting for the flag he erected a few years 
ago a splendid monument, which stands in 
the city park alongside of a beautiful library 
building which he gave the city at the same 
time as a memoria) to his son, Gilbert Sim- 
mone. 


Entertained G. A. R. Every Year. 


It also was Mr. Simmons’ annua! custom to 
give a dinner and reception to members of the 
G. A. R. in southern Wisconsin. The grand 
officers of the organization generally at- 
tended these gatherings, and a few years 
ago, in recognition of his interest, the local 
post of the G. A. R. made Mr. Simmons an 
bonorary member. * 

Stories of his benefactions to individuals in 
Kenosha are legion, but many of his most 
worthy, charities are unknown to the world, 
as he a secretive doer of good works. 

One of the things of which he was most 
proud was the fidelity of his domestic serv- 
ants, and he explained this by saying that the 
men and women in his ménage always were 
treated like human beings, and therefore 
few left except to marry and go into homes 
of their own. In 1907 a woman cook who 
had been in the household for many years 
was married from the family mansion, and 
Mr. Simmons presided in person at the wed- 
ding dinner.

the other. The price of the set was $100 in 
silver, the extra $50 representing the work- 
manship..

Table linens are especially cheap, and em- 
broidered centerpieces and doilies of grass 
cloth are not at all costly.

Articles in jade are a spe- 
cialty of China, and the best of them bring 
high prices. All gold jewelry is made twenty- 
two or more carats fine. It is so soft that 
wears away easily, but it is always worth its 
weight in gold. 


Cloaks from Royal Palace. 
Embroidered coats, like those used for 
opera cloaks at home, are sold here; but.the 
best place to buy such things is in Peking, 
and that from the palaces. The supplies fur- 
nished free to the imperial family and court 
are enormous, and the servants sell the sur~ 
plus to merchants and peddlers; so that one 
has a chance how and then to buy for a song 
a cloak which has been worn.by a princess.

Before going any further it may be as well 
to state that in Bnglend a judge has the 
power to order a case to be heard in camera, 
excluding not only the public but the repre- 
sentatives of the presse f the trial and 
punishing as contempt of court any news- 
paper that obtains and publishes details of 
the affair through the indiscretion of one of 
the lawyers, principals, or witnesses in the 
case. But judges are always reluctant to 
order a trial in camera, the name of which 
conveys to the popular mind an impression of 
something so unprintable as to cover with a 
suspicion of ignominy all those concerned in

With regard to America, in a number of 
states the judges are entitied by statute to 
withhold the testimony and the pleadings in 
a divorce case fromthe public and even to 
seal al] the papers relating to the action so as 
to prevent thelr ever falling into hands 
through which they might in after years be- 
come known and get into print. This is left 
at the discretion of the judges, and without 
imputing to them any dishonorable motives 
the fact remains that their prerogative in this 
respect is almost always exercised in favor of 
the rich, the socially prominent, and the inftu- 
ential, whereas people less fortunate)y situ- 
ated have to bear the brunt of publicity.

And we should not 
be disposed to consider the claimants un- 
reasonable if they eyed with active sus- 
picion the compromise their representa- 
tives effected under such conditions. 

The situation calls emphatically for in- 
vestigation. And meantime before any 
compromise is agreed upon by or on be- 
half of the claimants the following facts 
should be ascertained—namely: 

I, What is the relation of the Chicago, 
Milwaukee and St. Paul railway company, 
whose claim agent is at Cherry nego- 
tiating the compromise, to the St. Paui 
Coal company? 

Il. What, if any, recourse in law or 
in equity would the claimants have 
against the raitway company in case the 
financial resources of the St. Paul Coal 
company should prove to be insufficient 
to pay a reasonable sum in ‘discharge of 
its liabilities? 

III. If no recourse in law or in equity 
(chancery) exists in such case, what, if 
any, moral claims have the living vie- 
tims of the 
way? 

It would be decidedly appropriate if 
the governor were to look into these pro- 
ceedings at Cherry. 


CHINA NOT READY. 

The imperial edict issued at Peking re 
cently indicates that the throne will ad- 
here to its original plan of a parliament 
and the complete establishment of consti- 
tutional government only after the lapse 
of some years of preliminary preparation. 
In denying the petition of the representa- 
tives of the provincial assemblies for an 
earlier realization of a national parliament, 
emphasis is again laid upon the features 
of the comprehensive plan. 

In Tue Trisune of Dec, 5 last Frank 
G.: Carpenter described an interview with 
Chen Kwei Lung, viceroy of Hankow, who 
rules over about 60,000,000 people. Among 
other things he said to his American vis- 
itor, referring to the imperial plan of grad- 


} ual approach to constitutional government: 


“We have been moving along our present 
line for over a thousand years, and we 
have to introduce our new administrative 
methods step by step.” 

In Mr. O’Laughlin’s Washington letter 
to Tue Tarreune on Dec. 26, describing 
alarming conditions in China, a quotation 
was made from some of the observations 


tof the late Prince Ito just before ‘his 
“A constitutional government with- 


out administration,” he said, “is impos- 
sible and it will take ten years to educate 
China to the point of administration.” He 
cited his own experience in Japan in sup- 
port of this theory, pointing out that it 
took ten years for Japan to train a suffi- 
cient number of men to administer the 
country under the constitution created by 
him. 

Such opinione ought to carry much 
weight. When our own constitutional his- 
tory is recalled, the absolute need of train- 
ing for self-government is apparent. Even 
with the tremendous advantage of many 
years of lish constitutional develop- 
ment beh them and the experiences of 
local administration in the colonies to 
guide them, the early nation builders found 
that they had to go slowly in establish- 
ing the United States of. America, For 
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pared by them. Capt. Marshall's report, 
made in 1890, put the cost of a fourteen 
foot channel to La Salle at $48,000,000. 

Congress ordered these different reports, 
printed and then put them on the shelf, 
While ready to vote the comparatively 
small sums required to make surveys and 
estimates, it could not be persuaded to 
appropriate the millions which would be 
needed to make the upper Illinois avail- 
able for commercial uses. 

‘So it may be that congress will now 
consent to the appointment of a board of 


} engineers to report the extent to which 


the federal government properly may co- 
operate with the state in the work it pro- 
poses to carry on in the Illinois river and 
to submit plans and estimates. That 
would not cost much.’ But if the board 
Were to recommend a plan of cotpération 
which called for a heavy expenditure, con- 
gress would adhere to past precedents and 
refuse to vote the money. Another elab- 
orate report would be printed and filed. 
Therefore, the energies of the state 
should not: be palsied by the illusory hope 
of effective federal co¥peration. It should 


go on with its plans for the development 


of water power. After they shall have 
been carried out it will be easier to get 
congress to do something for the lower 
Illinois and the Mississippi between Graf- 
ton and Cairo. The state should go 
straight ahead even if the provision look- 
ing to codperation were honestly meant. 
But it is not. It is full of deceit and 
guile, It is an attempt to delay the de- 
velopment of water power by the state.

INDIANA.

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MISUSE OF THE ROGUES’ GALLERY. 
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True, King Alfonso of ‘toate and King Manuel of

jured his knee so severely while visiting Baron 3 


Ferdinand Rothschild some years before Queen Vic- 
toria’s death. Like his consort, he restricts himself 
to quadrilies d’honneur—that is to say, to those 
square dances with which court balls are usually in- 
augurated. But until the accident in question he was 
fond of waltzing, and despite his embonpoint danced 
extremely well. 

King Albert, like the young rulers of Spain and 
Portugal, waltzes. But most of the other rulers con- 
tent themselves with square dances, and Emperor 
Francis Joseph has long since given up dancing al- 
together, while the czar, King Victor Emmanuel, and 
the kaiser seldom take part in the quadrille d’hon- 
neur, and never at their own courts. 

~~ 

On the other hand the now widowed empress o7 
Russia, until the death of her husband In 1894, was 
a tireless dancer, and so fond of waltzing that during 
her husband’s regn foreign governments were apt to 
attach importance to the terpsichorean skill of their 
representatives at the court of &t. Petersburg in con- 
sidering their qualifications for office. Thus the great 


good will enjoyed by the. French general, de Bois- 


deffre, at St. Petersburg throughout the reign of 
Alexander IIiIl.—a good will which contributed in no 
small degree to the development and strengthening 
of the Franco-Russian alliance—was due tothe fact 
that he was the favorite partner of Empress Marie at 
all the court balls, and a perfect dancer. Indeed, his 
waltzing won for him an intimacy with the imperial 
family and a consequent prestige and popularity in 
the great world and in official circles at St. Peters- 


Since her widowhood the czarina has given up dan-| 
cing. 

The German empress is on record as having waltzed 
several times at a dance given by the crown prince 
and crown princess at their home at Potsdam last 
year, with her sons as partners. But this was some- 
thing quite out of the ordinary, and she never 
waltzes at state balls, either at Berlin or abroad. 

Queen Marié Amelie of Portugal, like her mother- 
in-law, Queen Pia, was formerly fond of waltzing, 
but has given it up since Idsing her husband. 
And the same may be said of Queen Marguerite of 
Italy, who was quite as fond of waltzing as the dow- 
ager empress of Russia, and almost as indefatigable. 

The queen, however, Who has been more devoted 
to waltzing than any other occupant of a European 
throne, and who is still as fond of it as ever, ‘s 
Queen Charlotte of Wiirtemberg, who still, at the age 
of 46, retains much of the remarkable beauty of her 
youth, and who immediately on the accession of her 
husband to the throne, twenty years ago, induced 
him to remove the ban which had heen placed upon 
waltzing at the court balls at Stuttgart by her prede- 
cessor, Queen Olga. 

; -_ 

The late Queen Victoria was fond of dancing. dur- 
ing the days of her married life, and often danced 
as a widow, though not at any state balls; but only 
at the tenants and servants’ balls, which she was 
wont to give each year at Balmoral castle during 
her stay in the Higifands. On many occasions her 
“ gilife,” or personal attendant, the late John Brown, 
was her partner,;:and it was with mingled admira- 
tion and awe that the guests staying at the castle, 
and members of the household, saw their august sov- 
ereign spin about in the most lively fashion to the 
tune of a regular Scotch reel. Indeed, so often did 
the queen thus.amuse herself that she aroused the 
ill-natured comment of the southern portion of her 
dominions, to the effect that if she was so fond of 
dancing she would do far better to select members 
of the old nobil‘ty as partners, in dignified square 
dances, than to dance jigs with her Scotch menials. 

In Europe there are all sorts of rules of etiquette 
in connection with the dancing of personages of sov- 
ereilgn as well as of imperial end of royal rank, 
which in matters of minor detail differ in various 
countries, but which are on the whole pretty much 
the same everywhere. Thus the royal ladies, instead 
of waiting to be invited to dance, select their own 
partner and cause him to be notified of the honor 
thus bestowed upon him by their gentlemen in wait- 
ing or by one of the chamberlains. An intimation. 
of this kind is equivalent to a command, and he must 
sacrifice thereto every other engagement which he 
may have made. 

It is the same if the royal personage happens tor 
be of the sterner sex. If he requests @ dance from a 


lady she has to leave her other partners in the lurch.. 


At some courts the portion of the room where the 
royalties are dancing is roped off temporarily from 
the remainder of the guests, while in other courts 
the moment royalty dances ordinary mortals are 
compelled to stop and to become walifiowers, in obe- 
dience to taps on the floor by chamberlains and the 
masters of ceremonies with their wands of office. 
Thanks to this, the royal personages usually escape 
the unpleasantness of being bunrped into by other 
couples, of having dresses torn, and of being tripped 
up; and whereas the men are never in danger of en- 
countering a refusal of their invitation to dance, on 
the ground that the lady’s program is already full, 
neither queens nor princesses run any risk whatso- 
ever, either of being invited for dances by people 
whom they do not like or of being left without part- 
ners to adorn the sides of the room as walifiowers, 
~~ 

One of the most stately court dances is that known 

as thé polonaise, which, though abandoned almost 


everywhere else, is still danced at the emperor's balls 


at Berlin on great occasions, notably at the state 
balls given in connection with royal weddings. It 
consists of marching round the hall to slow and 
stately music, the royal and imperial personages 
changing partners on each circuit of the huge apart- 
ment, the emperor, the king, or the prince, as the case 
may be, leading the lady by- the hand. The proces- 
sion is headed by the principal dignitaries of the 
court and by the twelve ministers of state, who walk 
two and two, those highest in tank coming last. 
Each minister bears in his hand a lighted torch of 
white perfumed wax, whence the name “ Fockeltans.”

Our own chief objection: tp “Mise Philura” ‘te that, so fer as we can see, Mr. 
Blossom has muddled his motives.: In a play whose announcements are prefaced by 
the text, “ What things soever ye desire, when ye pray, believe that ye receive them 
and ye shall have them,” and of which it is officially stated that it has the church’s 
approbation, oe has a right to expect @ ‘clear, consistent, logical treatment of the 
theme. Perhaps, as Mr. Blossom. saya, it 4a a helpful note to know that the results 
of Miss Philura’s folly and thoughtiesshess were so beautifully overcome by her 
simple faith, bot as a matter of fact they were overcome In a way that even tlie 
most skeptical siinér might have utilized, Miss Philura went into debt for luxuries, 
if our recollection of the situation is accurate, full of @ passionate faith that her 
bills would be paid in some way or other, and when it came time for settlement she 
eold her homestead, which was already in. hock, and turned the proceeds over to 
her creditors, We fail to gee in this outcome any extraordinary justification for 
belief in Mr. Blossom’s text. The most confirmed .scoffer might have adopted the 
same method without the possession of a scintilla of trust in the “eneircling good.” 
As Dr. Johnson said of the “ Beggar's opera,” “there is in it such a lubefaction of 
all principles as may be injurious to morality.”

There is no doubt of the financial success of 
“ Elektra,” Strauss’ new opera--heaven for- 
give us for calling it by that name. Ifs three 
performances up to date have brought crowds 
of people who were enthusiastic—before the 
performances The more sensible of 
even-the Strauss followers realize-that their 
idol has gone too far, and, while the hysteria 
over this clever bit of fusical advertising 
will doubtiess continue for a year or two, ite 
influence is nil and its artistic value only that 
of negative suggestion. 


The endeavor to tie up the disapproval of 


Strause with the hard struggle that Wag- 
ner went through is only one of the signe of 
these advertising days. The ideas, the 
theories, the reforms, and the music that 
Wagner fought for are now admitted to have 
been along the line of true art, progress, and 
musical evolyution—Verdi and Puccini being 
the answers to the Italians who claim the 
contrary. Streuss bears the same relation 
to Wagner that the color maniacs of Paris 
bear to the theories and practices of Courtet, 
Manet, Whistier, etc. ey overdeveloped 
the point. of protest, and Strauss, covering 
his .melodic weakness, has seized on the 
naturalistic and harmonic tendencies of the 
day, and carried them to a veritable reductio 
ad absurdum.

iinless it is proven to the satisfaction of 
August Herrmann, Ban B. Johnson, and 
Thomas J. Lynch, national commissioners, 
that Kiing quit the team to which he was 
under contract ** without Just cause ” there 
is nothing in their justly celebrated ironclad 
rule against violating @ Contract to prevent 
granting the player tne reinstatement to good 
standing for which he has mace appilica- 
tion. it is not even necessary for hiing to 
prove the existence of a ** just Cause ™ tor his 
act, so wide is the loophole left in the rule 
by the commission.

Rule Bearing on Case. 

Here is the text of the ordinance: 

Rule 49. Whenever @ national agreement player 
violates his contract, and it is proven that guch 
violation wes without just cause, no application 
will be received from such player unless a period of 
five years shail have elapsed after such viciation. 

Whenever a national agreement player fatis to 
report to or leaves & club having title to his services 
and joins au outlaw organization no application 
from such player for reinstatement will be consid- 
ered unless a period of three years shall first have 
e when such player has failed to report to or 
left the club having title to his services, proy 
however, that all such players will De permitted to 
join clubs having title to their services on or before 
May 1, 1000, without the infliction of @ fine against 
them, 

Having signed a three yeer contract, Kling 
comes under the first paragraph of the rule. 
The second section, from which the “ just 
cause’ loophole was omitted, applies to 
players under reservation who refuge to be 
bound. by it and join outlaw teams instead. 
Therefore, unless One Or more of the ag- 
grieved parties, President Murphy, the Cubs 
themselves, or the Chicago public, presents 
to the national commission proof that p.ing 
had no “just cause” for quitting the game 
last year, the commissioners appear to be 
frée, under the rule framed by themselves, 


to follow the dictates of their own judgment 


and consciences in the matter.

HERE is a wide gap in the career of a

boy in a country store, becomes one of 

the most successful merchants in the 

nation This is the story of Maurice 
Rothschild. 

He was born at Hohenzollern-Hechingen 
and had finished the real schule, or high 
school, when he was 15. He knew it was 
time for him to get to work. With a boy's 
love ‘for adventure, his mind was soon made 
up to go. to America. 

“ When I reached New York and saw that 
splendid city; soielive to business, I could 
not give failure a thought," says Mr. Roths- 
child.

I believed the west would 
be the easier place to’get a start, so I settled 
at Springfield, {ll I finally found a job Ina 
dry goods store. My pay was my board aad I 
did extra jobs, such as carrying bundles, to 
pay for my clothes. I worked so hard and 
did so much of it that after a time I com- 
menced to look upon work as play.’’ 

At the end of two years Mr. Rothschild 
moved to Chicago and found work with 
Rothschild Bros. .He worked quite as hard as 
he @i4 when he was serving his apprentice- 
‘ghip. He opened the store every morning at 
7 and wee the lest fo leave at night. At the 
end of a year he was promoted to the head of 
the manufacturing establishment. He re- 

* mained until he understood the business thor- 

oughly and then he opened a place at Seneca, 

Without capital, he got Nelson Morris 

to’ loan him a Mttle more than $3,000, which 
he paid back in about a year’s time. 

Mr. Rothschild says: “‘ I knew that I was 
now my own boss, but these opportunities 
meant fresh responsibilities. The only way I 
kept from worrying was by working.

How about the obstacles? There were none; 
if there were I was so busy I did not have 
time to give them a thought. At the end of 
the first year I had paid back the money I 
had borrowed and started another store at 
Sebetha, eighteen miles away. Let’ me say 
right here I and plenty of other young men 
then did what few young men are willing to 
do nowadays. I was manager of the two 
stores. When I closed the one at 9 o'clock I 
drove eighteen miles, often through sleet and 
blinding rain, so I could look after the other 
next day.”’ 

This work lasted for five years, when Mr. 
Rothschild saw there were good opportunities 
to open stores in Minneapolis and St. Paul. 
He took all the money he had to pay for the 
leases and fixtures and got A. M. Rothschild 
to go in with him. They succeeded so well 
they opened another store in St. Paul. 

When A. M. Rothschild & Co. decided to 
reorganize they called on Maurice Roths- 
child to help them. He staid with them 
ed and 
then established his fourth large store in Chi- 
cago. This has grown until it manufactures 
for retailers in all parts of the world. Mr. 
Rothschild feels he has accomplished HMttle. 
He says: ‘‘ The game for succeasis not near- 
ly as difficult as ‘many of us think. It de- 
mands chiefly honesty, knowledge of one’s 
work, nerve, ané@ willingness to work.

Later I found out more about this man who holds the bassin of an appointment as 
being as sacred as the marriage obligation. He sees a good many people who do not figure 
in his financial schemes, excepting as beneficiaries of his charity. His appointments with 
these are as sacredly kept as with his own intimate associates. ‘He is fond of children and 
if he tells one of his little friends: “I'll call for you at eleven,” he is there on the minute. 


The man of affairs who hasn’t on his list a choice list-of appointment anarchists is 
favored of high heaven. He dreads contact with them because they are time-killers and 
because their appearance upon his time card may be depended upon for a head-end col- 
lision with the engagement made with another who respects and keeps his appointments. 

But the direct time loss with these calendar claim-jumpers is only the beginning of the 
waste which follows in their wake. Their final arrival on the scene is the sure signal for an 
outpouring of apologies of variable sincerity. This takes up, on the average, about as many 
minutes as the original business in hand would have required. 


And still these chronic schedule-breakers are generally overcharged with sensitive- 
ness as to the quality and voltage of their welcome. Sometimes they are incensed at being 
kept waiting to “cool their heels on the doormat” when arriving late to an engagement and 
finding that the man who is on time has the ear of the man in the inside office. 

Then, too, these persons who have less regard for an appointment with a busy man 
than for a forgotten New Year’s resolution are almost invariably in a panic of haste; they 
are trying to catch the car that has just gone instead of the one that is just coming. They 
are dynamos of discomfort and can radiate more restlessness than a patent corn-popper in 
full action. 

But there is little need to worry about the confirmed appointment breakers who have 
taken the journeyman degree. They will be dodged and side-tracked and avoided by those 
who would otherwise be glad to associate with them until at last they are as effectively os- 


‘tracized as are bulk oysters from the menu of a tented Mohammedan on the sands of the 


sizzling Sahara. They join the social sediment of the jobbers—by force of their own inertia 
and thus pass sentence upon themselves.

Of course every man cannot keep a shadow-car following him like the New York mil- 
lionaire, but being on time with ordinary mortals who walk and ride in the street cars is 
mainly a matter of a little forethought, of simply starting on time and of keeping going until 
you are there. The boy or the girl who builds up the habit and the reputation of being on 
time is not only taking out insurance against nonemployment but is getting credit for that 
fine and not too common quality of consideration for others. 

Just plain punctuality is an asset which pays a heavy dividend in social favor and 
business advancement right from the start and raises the percentage of return from year

Chief J. R. Hop- 
kins of Somerville, Mass., whe retired the 
first of this year, was in command of the fire 
department of that city for thirty-eight con- 
secutive years and a fireman for fifty-six 
years. He is 74 years of age and was the 
third oldest chief in service at the time of his 
retirement. 


The oldest man in years of service as chief 
now in command of a firé department of this 
or any country is Thomas J, Williams of 
Chariottesvilie, Va. He has been at the head 
of that department fifty-five consecutive 
years, and a fireman for sixty . Hels 
now 77 years of age. Chief Williame is @ 
native of Philadeiphia and became @ mem- 
ber of the Washington volunteer fire depart- 
ment in 1849, remaining until 1864, when he 
went to Adrian, Mich. The following year 
he went to Charlottesville, Va. 


Appointed Year of Arrival. 

The same year, 1855, he was appointed 
chief of the fire department of Chariottes- 
ville, and he: held that position continuous- 
ly ever since. In 1886 Chief Williams and 
others organized the Virginia State Fire- 
men’s association, of which he was president 
tm 1801 and its treasurer since 1889. 

The second oldest chief in years of service 
is Thomas O’Connor of New Orleans, who 
haz been in command of the volunteer and 
paid fire departments of that city for forty- 
one years and am active member of the de- 
partment for fifty-six years. Chief O’Con- 
nor, who is now in his seventy-fourth yeer, 
became a fireman as a member of hose com- 
pany No. 19, composed of boys, in 1854. He 
became chief of the volunteer department 
Jan. 4, 1860, and when the paid department 
Was established in 1801 he was continued in 
that position.

Mrs. Smith feele that she has contributed 
sufficiently to the family record as well aé to 
the family income, while Mr. Smith, although 
76 years of age, hopee to add several more 
years to his new post aecity passenger agent 
at Jacksonville, where he will no longer be 
burdened with the routine work of séiling 
tickets and informing passengers at what 
time the 4g. x. train leaves. 

Mr. Smith was born in 1834 and enteréd the 
service of the Sangamon and Morgan rali- 
road, now a part of the Wabash, on April 1, 
1850, as operator and ticket seller. Mrs. 
Bmith was born in 1841 and entered the em- 
ploy of the same company as bill clerk, op- 
erator, and ticket seller In 1860. Thus she 
has worked for the road for forty-nine yeers, 
while Mr. Smith has been in service for fifty-

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Making loilet Soap at Home 
Easy lask for the Housewrtfe. 


By ELLEN DALE. 


If you éoubt the quality of your daintily 
perfumed 10 cent toilet soaps, or if you have 
been trying to get along wtih the emerald and 
opal tinted sample bargain kind that look 
nicer than they feel, why don’t you try and 
spend an hour or two, let us say once in 
three months, in preparing your own toilet 
soaps? We all have heard that in ploneer 
days when the nearest store was often as far 
off as the poles, as far as ability to get there 
was concerned, people made their own laun- 
dry and toilet soaps. Of course, grandmoth- 
er did a good many things that have al- 
most become a lost art to us, and most of us 
will admit that a revival of certain ones is 
not only interesting Dut im some cases dis- 
tinctly economical. 

The making of bard soap or laundry s 
whith thust bé déne in large quantities and 
requires a big heating and boiling apparatus, 
may not interest the city housewife, but face 
soap being made with olive oil and caustic 
soda instead of scrap fat and potash as a 
basis, and whith may he stirred up and 
cooked in an ordinary stew kettle. affords 
pleasant experiments. 

The process and the ratio of ingredients 
will be exactly like that of hard laundry 
soap,.which you are sure to find described 
minutely in your household recipe books. 
But there is a shorter and quicker way of 
making finely scented-toilet soaps and which 
method is also in use in most factories. Buy 
four pouhds of the best guaranteed pure un- 
colored castile soap, which is made with 
olive Or cocoanut oi! instead of grease, Cut 
this into thin shavings and »boil in enough 
water until thoroughly liquified. When cooled 
down to about 30 degrees Fahrenheit stir in 
two ounces of the oil of bitter almonds. and 
ome-quarter pint of rose water, and pour into 
& square porcelain or graham . after

Transparent or glycerin soaps are made by 
dissolving common hard white soap in alco- 
hol and allowing the moisture to evaporate.

An ounce of pure glycerin to a 
pound of soap ts the usual measure and this 
must be poured Into the mixture as soon as 
the action of the alcohol ce«s.s. If it re- 
fuses to become hard through evaporation it 


must be brought to a boil and tested in cold | 


water until sufficient hardness results. Cam- 
phor soap may be made in the same way by 
substituting of] ef rosemary. witeh hazel 
and camphor for glycerin.

was the hereditary chief of the t- 

head- or Selish tribe of Indians, and was 

85 years of age. His father, Victor, 

hereditary chief before him, and his 
grandfather, Three Feathers, who preceded Victor, 
were equally famous in Indian history in the north- 
west. Three Feathers met Lewis and Clark, the ex- 
plorers, and fed, befriended, and protected them when 
they passed through the beautiful Bitter Reot and 
Flathead valleys in western Montana on their his 
tarical expedition in 1804. 

Victor and his brother, Ignace, a great medicine 
ream of the Flatheads, were the Indians who sent del- 
egation after Gelegation of Flathead messengers to 
S& Louis in 1832 and subsequent years to invite the 
Black Gowns or Jesuit priests there to send mission- 
agies to the tribe and@ teach them the way of re- 
ligfon, a unique incident im Indian history. 

Chariot, a young man at the time, with. his father, 
Mietoer, joined im the treaty of 1955 that ceded west- 
erm Montana, one of the most beautiful and fertile 
lamds in the west, to the whites. It was Charlot also 
who, maintaining the traditions of his father and 
umele. Chief Victor and Chief Ignace, when the 
mantie of authority descended to his shoulders, pro- 
teeted the priests and missions and held his tribe to 
peece with the whites for forty years, in the face of 
ali encroachments, injustice, fraud. misuse, ‘and out- 
rage, and in spite of unhappy experiences of ingrati- 
tude and duplicity on the part of the government, 
that embittered him toward the end.

Bitter Root Valley Tribal Home. 


Chief Charlot was born in 1825 in the Bitter Root 
valley, the home of his tribe since time immemorial. 
He was 15 years old when Father De Smet came te 
the beautiful land of the Flatheads in 1840 and estab. 
lished the St. Mary. mission, down the Bitter Root 
valley, twenty-five miles from the present city. of 
Missoula. He was imipressed by the event and 


‘through his long life of seventy years thereafter he 


was a zealous Catholic. 

Although in later years, characterized by his wis- 
dom. honesty, and stern dignity. Chief Charlot was a 
daring brave in his youth and the here of numefous 
desperate encounters with the Blackfeet and Crows, 
the tribal enemies of the Platheads. He was also as 
stanch in his religion and his. friendship for the 
whites as he was in war. During thé Nez Perce war 
in 1877, when Chief Joseph aad his followers were in 
the Bitter Root valley, Charlot refised to take 
Joseph's hand, despite that they were kinsmen, be- 
cause it was stained with the blood of white men, and 
he declared he would attack Joseph with. all his tribe 
if the latter dared molest Tr settler in the 
valley. 

Nevertheless, the last years of Charlot’s life were 
darkened by the duplicity and tyranty of the: whites, 
to whom he was so faithful, and their government. 

When the cession treaty of 1866 was signed by 
Victor, passing all of the lands of the Flatheads to 
the government, it was provided that Victor's par- 
ticular tribe should continue to cave Season ae the 
Bitter Root which their people had held for ages. tn 
1871, when Chariot had become chief throagh Vieter’s 
death, white settlers had grown so numerous

Chief's Name Forged to Treaty, 

James A. Garfield, as commissioner, visited . the 
Bitter Reet to negotiate a treaty . with the Indiaas 
for ther removal. Im the treaty ‘of 1856 the govern- 
ment agreed to survey the Bitter Root valley tor the 
Fiatheads, and to provide them with farmers, school- 
masters, carpenter®, blacksmiths, and the like. Gen. 
Garfield, in his report, stated that for seventeen years 
the government had failed to keep ‘ts word in respect 
to these matters, aad Chariot. reminded the commis- 
sioner of this bad faith, and refused to move. Gen. 
Garfield, however, B treaty. with the Fiat- 
heads by which they, _ to give up their Bitter

Root lands and go to the Jocko or Flathead res- 
ervation. The. treaty was signed by Gen. Garfield 
and by Arlee, second chief, and Adolph, third chief 
of the Filatheads, but not by Charlot. Without his 
signature and agreement, however, the government 
proceeded to act. 

Some miscreant in the Indian department, whose 
identity was never made. public, signed Charlot’s 
Mame to the treaty; -the commissioner of Indian 
affairs published the treaty with the name attached; 
and many interested persons believed er pretended 
te believe that Charlot signed it- For thirty-two 
years Charlot protested at this fraud, and he and 
about forty families of loyal Flatheads refused to 
leave the Bitter Root in 1872, convinced that the gov- 
ernment was false in ite averments and promises to 
the Indians. But at last. in 1891, he was persuaded 
te go to the Flathead reservation. 

it was not till 1904 that Judge William Sloane, 
himself a famous Montana pioneer and friend of 
@harlot for fifty years, secured a certifted copy of the 
Garfield treaty and discovered and made known to 
Chariot the manner in which the signature had been 
a@ixed to it, and cleared the aged chief of the unjust 
charge of violating his own treaty that had weighed 
80 heavily upon him for so many years.

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CE more the royal pencil of King Ed- 
ward's disfavor has wiped a noblewoman 
out of English social existence. Lady 
Constance Stewart-Richardson is the latest 
victim. 

Lady Richardson, as the world now 
knows, dances in public barefooted, and 
more than that. London, which had gazed 

upon the justly celebrated frankness of Maud Allan's 
Salome costume and postures without so much as @ 
shocked “My word!” is said to have sat up and 
peeped through its fingers at Lady Richardson. 

“Bi? me!” said the great British public. “At lawst 
we are rully and truly shocked! ” 

And King Edwe-d, at one time Lady Richardson's 
stanch friend and admirer, spoke up and said: “ Strike 
her name off the royal list.” And Lady Constance 
Stewart-Richardson, noble huntress, swimmer, dancer, 
and society idol, paid the price of her temerity in fail- 
ing to observe the standard of propriety prescribed for 
all of King Edward's women friends. 

It was to be expected. King Edward, while one of 
the most affable and democratic of European monarchs, 
has his own ideas of how people showld conduct them- 
selves who. wish to be numbered among the favored 
host that make up the royal visiting list. Barelegged 
dancing in public is not his notion of proper con- 
duct for noblewomen. ,

Fault Lies in Public Display. 

To expose the fair limbs of nobility to the vulgar 
gaze of any pilebeian. with the price of a music hall 
ticket—-this was too much, much too much. Lady 
Richardson often had danced before King Edward in 
costumes similar to those now delighting the vulgar 
tastes of the English music hall patrons. Once even 
she did Salome. It was at a large house party given 
by the duvhess of Westminster, and King Edward gazed 
in rapt admiration at the twisting and curving of the 
noble dancer. But at the end came shock. Lady 
Richardson, emulating the beautiful daughter of Hero- 
dias, threw herself down at the feet of King Hdward 
and, extending her arms imploringly toward his high- 
ness, cried: : 

“Sir, I crave the head of Sir Ernest Cassel on a 
charger!” 

Sir Ernest Cassel, be it known, is the financial 
backer of King Edward, and the man who, upon the 
king's accession to the throne, took care of the many 
debts that Edward had contracted as the prince of 
Wales. In fact, Edward was a financial bankrupt until 
Sir Ernest took his affairs in charge, but even this 
serious offense to his best friend failed to rouse the 
royal anger sufficiently to cause the ostracigzation of 
the fair Lady Richardson. 

Since then the daring noblewoman has done stores 
of things that might have caused less favored ones to 
lose the royal friendship. She has won medais for 
swimming in public contests, has danced in daring cos- 
tumes in the homes of American millionaires, st 
at benefits in New York, shot grizzly bears in 0,” 
and had her photographs taken in charming mannish 
clothes. She has done about everything that pleased 
her fancy, before and after she became Lady Richard- 
son, and often her fancy led her to extremes that 
caused conservative women to throw up their hands 
and say: “ Shocking! ”

“Implicit Faith nv Her Position. 

But Lady Richardson didn’t care. Wasn't King Ed- 
ward her friend? Didn't she belong to two of the im- 
portant families in Seotland and England? Who could 
criticise a noblewoman of whom King Edward approved! 
Lady Richardsom went“her own sweet, unconventional 
way, while English society often stood agape. 

Then it was announced in New York that she was 
to appear in public in the barelegged dances that had 
made her popular among certain favored citizens of the 
metropolis. Her salary was to be $2,000 a week, dnd 
she was to devote the money to a boys’ home in Lon- 
don—so *twas said. English society truly gasped now. 
It couldn't believe it. When the cable stories at last 
told of Lady Richardson's actual New York appearance 
in sensational dances, London said: “ Well, she'll never 
Gare to try it on over here.” 

But it seems that the titled Salome dares anything. 

She went to London. She appeared in costumes and 
postures that Maud Allan never dared to attempt. Then 
King Bdward shook his head. 
' “We can stand much from Lady Richardson,” said 
he, “but this is too much. She has committed social 
lese majesty. Remove her name from our list of ac- 
quaintances.”’. 

The punishment was the most severe that could be 
meted out to a social offender. To commit social lese 
majesty in England means nothing less than to be 
cast out into the outer darkness of oblivion, where 
invitations to dinners and balls are not, and where one’s 
communications consist mainly of notices of being 
dropped from clubs, etc. Once the king’s displeasure 
has been expressed toward any person, the doors of 
society are closed to the. unfortunate. Acquaintances 
drop him or her, clubs bilackball them, and generally 
they become as miserable as any one can to whom the 
social life they have been leading becomes impossible.

‘Black Mark Means Social Death. 

At Buckingham palace there is kept a book in which 
are entered the names of those whom the king num- 
bers among his friends. To be entered in this book is 
the ambition of all English social climbers. When a 
favored one goes and does what Lady Richardson has 
been guilty of, and the royal anger breaks upon her, the 
royal secretary takes in his hand a large black pencil 
and draws a large black line through her name in the 
book. After that the bearer of the name is socially dead 
in England, and often the deadliest ruin follows. 
Whether this will result in the case of Lady Richara- 
son is problematical, but the stories of such instances 
are without number, and the most typical of them is of 
comparatively recent date. 

According to this particular story, a young diplo- 
mat, brilliantly clever, highly connected, and with 
every prospect of rising to the top of his profession, 
ruined his career utterly by taking an unpardonable 
liberty with his sovereign. The young diplomat in 
question, the younger son Of a well known peer, 
happened to be one of a large country house party 
which had been asked to meet the king a Httle while 
ago. In the smoking room after dinner the young 
man, who possessed the ability to draw clever saap- 
shot likenesses, was asked by his host to sketch 
some of those presnt. THE guest willingly enough 
complied, and among those he sketched was his 
majesty. Underneath the sketch the young man had 
the impertinence to write “Teddy,” and somehow or 
other the sketch found its way into the King’s hands. 
Such an unpardonable piece of impertinence could 
have but one result. The young diplomat was asked 
by his host to leave the house the next morning, and 
from that hour the career, socially and professionally, 
of a brilifantly clever diplomat was ruined. He, of 
course, never met the sovereign again. 

A member of a foreign embassy in London com- 
mitted a similar offense at the Marlborough club on 


Some people occasionally forget the defer- 
ence which etiquette demands shall be at all 
times paid by a subject to the king when 
brought into close social contact with roy- 
alty, and however charming and gracious 
their majesties may be they never permit 
any one to overstep the rigid line that sep- 
arates sovereignty fromthe subject. A wom- 
an whose name figured among the leading 
American hostesses in London some few 
years ago hed the honor to be invited on two 
or three occasions to receptions at Bucking- 
ham palace, and later received an invitation 
to dinner. She imagined that she hed now 
become sufficiently intimate with royalty to

Violation of Etiquette Brings Ban. 

Now, this was not only an act of imperti- 
nence but a gross violation of court etiquette, 
with which the woman in question was ap- 
parently not familiar, and which the most 
intimate friends of her majesty would not 


think 


of violating. The woman’s request 


was refused, though, of course. the refusal 
was couched in the most courteous language, 
but her name never again figured in the 
royal invitation lists, and it became known 
that their majesties did not wish to meet her. 
The inevitable results followed. 

Of sourse, there are many people who, 
though socially recognised by their majes- 
ties, may not for many reasons be people 
whom either the king or queen would care 
to. meet at a house party. For this reason 
any person who has the honor to entertain 
the king is always expected to furnish a list 
of the guests who are intended to be asked 


to join the house party. 


It is considered a 


grose violation of etiquette to omit to fur- 
nish such a list for royel approval, and no 
one in the least familiar with court etiquette 
would dream of neglecting to do so. 

Some few years ago, however, a well 
known sporting peer who had the honor of 
entertaining bis majesty, though he did not 
neglect to send @ list of hie proposed guests 
to the king, permitted a man and hie wife 
who had been struck off the list by the king 
to be present, the fact being that the peer 
had invited them before sending the list of 
guests for royal approval and he did not wish 
then to put them off. But it would have been 
much wiser for him to have done so, for it 
was an outrageous violation of etiquette to 
permit them to be present in face of the fact 
that their majesties had expreseed a wisi not 
to meet them. The peer found that an 
ancient title and high position could not save 
him from the consequences of the king’s dis- 


pleasure.

King Resents Contradiction. 

It is extremely rare that any one ever offers 
direct and intentional offense to royalty, but 
a well known instance of this occurred some 
years ago. The offender was 4 retired naval! 
officer of high rank; he was @ notorious 
bully and was one of the most intensely dis- 
liked men in society. One afternoon, ida fa- 
mous service club, he flatly contradicted a 

estatement made by the king. who was then 
prince of Wales. His majesty suggested mild- 
ly that the officer had forgotten whom he was 
addressing, but the latter replied simply by 
repeating his words. Now, a man may bully 
a great many people successfully, but the 
Officer made : grave mistake when he fancied 
he could bully the heir to the English throne. 

His majesty did not take any notice of the 
officer’s rudeness at the moment, but later 
on sent an equerry to him to say that his 
royal highness did not wish to include him 
any longer among his acquaintances. From 
that instant it need hardly be said the officer 
was cut by every person in society; for sev- 
eral motiths he endeavored to brazen out his 
offense, but be sank lower and lower in the 
social scale and ultimately disappeared from 
London, and a few years later was Killed in 
a drunken quarrel in a gambling den in New 


York. 


No one, say loyal Englishmen, is less ready 
to take offense than their monarch, no one 
more ready to pardon one; but there is a 
code of social laws which any person brought 
into social contact with royalty must under- 
stand and must take care never to violate. 
If. they do so they must be prepared to suffer the con- favor must thoroughly understand. There is nothing

Day Begins at 6 O'Clock. 

Called at 5:30 in the morning I made a hasty toilet 
which had to do for the day, then made my. bed and 
reported in the ward ready for duty at 6. At that hour

Fertile Field for Adventurer. 

In the field of insanity there ts need of an adven- 
turer who shall dare to break the bounds of tradition 
and, soaring, lift with him the broken and shattered 
wrecks of modern strenuosity. 

That a cure is possible seems certain in the tracing 
of insanity back to the common origin from which 
arise all the ailments that flesh ts heir to: a weaken- 
ing of the protective forces of the physical system. 
With the weakening of the army of defensive bacilli 
with which man has been endowed there is a rapid 
encroachment of the offensive germs, and “ disease” is 
the result. What ite character may be depends upon 
the “army of invasion” and upon what part of the 
system is the weakest and hence most open to attack. 

From ths one common point of the beating down of 
the defensive forces we can trace back through the 
one common channel of sleeplessnéss and nervousness, 
which are the effects of disturbed digestion and mal- 
nutrition, to stomach troubles, and other imperfect 
action of the organs of the body.

But the vast majority of artists want the 
slender young creature who seems to hold 
the promise of happiness, rather than. ful- 
fillment. They no longer make fat figures, 
such as Rubens painted or as come near 
being exemplified by the famoug but. heavy 
Venus de Milo. American artists of today, 
excepting a few like Kenyon Cox, seem to 
adore the lithe figure, which, draped well, 
gives results no matter what the costume.

Those who assert that measurements do 
not wholly count seem to have much con- 
firmation in this statement. A girl may have 
absolutely perfect proportioned measure- 
ments and still be useless as a model.

He then is compelled to pay the clerk a fee 
of $1 before he is privileged to fill out a dec- 
laration of intention which, when completed, 
for example, reads thus:

Finally, comes the crucial moment for Mr.

The last of these, it is true, has not had 
a continuous existence since that date, for 
with the collapse of the old university in 1886 
it wae sold. It was purchased, however, bj. 
@ public spirited Chicagoan, John A. Reichelt, 
and upon the establishment of the new uni- 
versity in 1891 the library of some 10,000 voi- 
umes was presented to it by Mr. Reichelt and 
formed the nucleus of what is already one of 
the largest university libraries ia the world.

A veluabdie library of another sort was es- 
tablished in the following year—1857. This 
was the library of the Chicago Law ineti- 
tute. So important has the use of this splen- 
did collection become to the practice.of law 
that membership in the law institute is re- 
garded by most lawyers as something indis- 
pensable. The collection was long presftied 
over by Julius Rosenthal, and more recently 
by William H. Holden. The Mbrary ranks 
fourth emong the lew libraries of the coun- 
try, containing about 50,000 volumes on legal 
subjects, and is an interesting index of the 
geal and intelligence of the legal practition- 
era of the city. The fnstitute has a mem- 
bership of over 1,000. 

In 1858 the Chicago Academy of Sciences 
wee founded, and its library thus belongs to 
that henor roll of Chicago libraries founded 


{| before the year 1860. The small library of 


the Chicage College of Pharmacy, founded 


| in 1859, belongs to the same list. Of these 


early lMbraries._ nome has reached great pro- 

portions, if we except that of the university, 

which has not had a continuous existence.

Founded After Great Fire. 

The first. great library to be established in 
Chicago was the public library, founded in 
1872, just after the great fire. The magnifi- 
cent building of the public Hbrary near the 
head of Michigan avenue is: all the more 
beautiful and inviting to those who remem- 
ber the different quarters it formerly occu- 
pied in the old city hall.” The greatness of 
this collection, however, is of earlier date 
than its splendid building, which, Baedeker 
gays, je architecturally worthy to rank with 
the Boston public library and the Mbrary of 
congress. Dr. William F. Poole, in his day 
the leading figure among American libra- 
rians, was long its head, and its dimensions 
entitle it to a high place among American 
book collections. In 1800 it reported 248.000 
volumes and nearly 50.000 pamphlets. Now 
in 1908 it contains 360,000 volumes. 

One of the great features of the administra- 
tion of the public library is its system of 
eighty-six substations, where one may leavé 
a list of books desired and from which the 
books may later be secured after being 
brought thither from the central HNbrary in 
the library's automobiles. Gome of *these 
stations are in the buildings of the new small 


parks, and contribute importantly to make | 


these points neighborhood centers. 

One, however, has a building of its own—the 
Blackstone library, at Lake avenue and 
Forty-ninth street. This building is one of 
the most perfect and attractive small libra- 
ries anywhere to be found. Money has not 
been spared to make it dignified and beauti- 
ful within and without. The interior of its 
low dome is decorated with symbolic paint- 
ings by Oliver D. Grover, and it‘is trom 
every point of view a thing of beauty and an 
ornament to the city. Chicago's pubic spirit 
will unquestionably erect like memoriai 
lfbraries in other parts of the city, but it 
will not be easy to surpass the Blackstone.

, New Library Era Starts 

Fifteen years after the establishment of the 
public library, that is in 1887, a new era was 
begun in the history of Chicago libraries by 
the establishment of the Newberry. The 
great bequest of Walter L. Newberry, who 
died in 1868, hae enabled the trustees to es- 
tablish, house, and maintain a great refer- 
ence collection which now includes ovér 200, - 
000 volumes, besides some 5000 pamphiets. 
The magnificent Spanish romanesque home 
of the library, somewhat suggesting the Uni- 
versity of Munich, was designed by Henry 
Ives Cobb after an extended examination of 
library buildings in this country and abroad. 

It occupies the site of the old Ogden house 
and it looks out upon the trees 6f Washing- 
ton square, and has already endeared itself 
to a generation of students and readers who 
have experienced the hospitabie attentions of 
its librarians. The museum of the Newberry 
is rich in old manuscripts, early editions, and 
rare bindings, and its corridors are hung with 
portraits of distinguished men of a genera- 
tion age, mostly from the brush of G. P. A. 
Healy. 

The Newberry was founded asa reference 
library, from which beoks could mot be 
drawn, but in which students and readers 
might cémsult them freely and at leisure. A 
second such foundation was the John Crerar 
library, established in 1894, and temporarily 
heused on the upper floors of the Marshal!
